Fir:-t put in your early garden — 
lettuce, radishes, spinach, parsnips, 
carrots, 
beets and peas. These may 
all be grown in gardens 20x50 feet. 
For lettuce, radishes and spinach one 
needs less space than for the neas 
and other vegetables, as their season 
passes quickly, and it is better to 
plant lettuce p.nd radishes in succes- 
sion. two weeks apart, than to plant 
at once. Parsnips come up very slow- 
ly and will need thinning, so it is a 


i good thing to plant radishes with the 
i parsnips, mixing the seed before drop- 
| r.ing it. The surplus of beets and 
ipeas mav be canned. The carrots may 
; OQ planted with the radishes also tbe 
' same at. with parsnips. When danger 
of frost is past beans and squash and 
tomatoes should be planted. Cucum- 
brrs can be raised in a tub or keg. 
With small gardens it is inadvisable 
to try to raise cucumbers unless one 
can let them run up on tree or fence, 
because they take up too much room. 
Fanny vegetables, such as bruBsels 
sprouts, artichokes, etc., are not ad- 
vised for small gardens this year. 
Better select something the surplus 
of which may be canned or stored for 
winter use. 
If your garden is small it must be 
heav-ly fertlMzed so that, the rows may 
be close together.

rotted barn manure is boct. spread 
so as to completely cover the surface.
